because he refused to answer

Wellman told Judge Frank -Pi- 
card, who is presiding at the trial 
of five Smith Act defendants: 

“I cannot answer. It would 
place me in the most degrading 
and repugnant. position, It would 
violate all the principles I have 
taught my children and lived by. 
If I answer I could not face my 
family, neighbors or associates. I 
refuse to become a stoolpigeon or 
an -sasgroril “gate 

The judge, in sentencing the 
Communist leader, said, “Seeming- 
ly you have learned nothing from 

e experience of Mr. Schatz.” Phil 
Schatz, another it, -was 
seritenced some weeks ago to 30. 
days in jail for refusing to answer 
~ the same stoolpigeon question. 

The judge told’ newsmen that 
the reason he gave Wellman $0 
extra days in jail was because. of 
his attitude.
